to the diplomat 
accredited to tho vatican. 
Tile sec- 
> rotary of s t a t e sets forth that the inci- 
> dent is the first 
instance of such a 
violation of rights. 
The Osservatore 
Romano has pub­ 
lished an article which .was composed 
I at the vatican. 
This article deciares 
tIlat the “violent and odious measures 
, talo n 
by 
the 
French 
government 
against Mgr. Montagnini,” 
who was 
merely the guardian of tile archives of 
I the nunciature at Paris, constitutes a 
* case of exceptional 
gravity. 
It was 
Impossible to foresee or conceive of 
such a measure. 
Tt will have its echo 
in the condemnation and protest of 
impartial people not only in France, 
but In every other country, says the 
article. 
It represents “the 
last and 
brutal step in a situation prepared by 
the government of the French repub­ 
lic. 
“When tt was intended to leave the 
churches in Fiance to the clergy.” the 
article continues, “the French govern­ 
ment imposed conditions which could 
not be accepted without an indecorous 
abdication of the rights of the church.

This 
rude offense to the supreme authority 
of the pontiff is but a new argument 
for him 
to continue bravely 
in the 
same path.” 
There is a broad and far reaching 
movement on foot to express loyalty 
to the pope unde r the present circum­ 
stances, and expressions of such senti­ 
ment are being received from church­ 
men 
all over 
the world. 
In 
Rome, 
however, the' manifestations of sym­ 
pathy are riot unanimous, for eluring 
the day the anti-clerical clubs raised 
flags, at 
night, their 
buildings were 
illuminated, 
and they 
have 
Issued 
manifestoes to 
celebrate' what 
they 
term the “triumph 
of civil liberty.” 
Some anti clericals even attempted to 
placard the colemnades of St. Peter’s 
V. It ti nnti-vatican Inscriptions, but they 
were prevented 
by the 
police. 
An 
anticlerical 
demonstration is 
being 
organized for Sunday. 
The authori­ 
ties probably will not 
allow It to be 
public, but it may be permitted if held I 
In a hall with tickets of admission. 
The vatican has already designated I 
another prelate to take the place of I 
Mgr. Montagnini for 
the purpose of 
facilitating 
communication 
between 
the Holy See and the French episco­ 
pacy and clergy. 
The name of this 
man. however, is kept secret to avoid 
“persecution.”

The prisoner refused to pose for a

grapher called at the house of deten­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Anna 
O. Adams, 
mother of 
Maude Adams, the actress, was noti­ 
fied of Senator Brown’s death by Dr. 
White. 
She will con e to Washington 
and will accompany the body to Salt 
Lake City. 
Mrs. 
Adams’ name 
has 
been brought into the case in connec­ 
tion with letters which she wrote to 
Brown, and which were found in the 
possession of Mrs. Bradley when she 
was arrested.

Mr. Brown’s life was prolonged for 
several hours by the injection of a 
salt solution and 
by administering 
oxygen. 
Dr. Charles White, superin­

Death was due to compli­ 
cations brought on by kidney trouble 
and not to poison as a result of the 
wound.

their wives.

Pine Slumps Are Valuable 


Tho D uluth Nows T ribune has inter­ 
ested itssolf in the m anufacture of tur­ 
pentine from pine stum ps and has from 
time to time been publishing such infor­ 
mation as it could obtain regarding tho 
process and the possible profits from 
such a plant. 
T h at paper says: 
T h e Hinckley plant 
was established three years ag*) by a 
Russian, 
IL Copilovieb, and has pros­ 
pered. 
It uses 
only the Norway pine, 
hut it is believed 
that w hite pine is 
also available and this is to bo tested. 
T h e process is comparatively simple. 
T he stum ps are saw ed 
into blocks. 
Large iron retorts are constructed, liko 
Hueless boilers 
standing 
vertically. 
T h ese are encased with brick and are 
filled w ith blocks, sealed airtight, 
and 
tires are made in furnaces at the bottom 
of the structures. 
Three days are 
re­ 
quired 
to run off a 
retort, the liquid 
passing out of pipes leading 
to conden­ 
sers. 
W hen 
tho process of extraction 
is com pleted the residue is charcoal. 
T h e raw material is refined in a distil­ 
lery sim ilar to those used in ordinary 
distillation. 
From one cord of the blocks there 
is 
secured sixty gallons 
of turpentine, 
tw enty gallons of tar, ten gallons of tar 
oil, and thirty bushels of 
charcoal, 
worth at jobbers’ prico.s SI5 IO. 
Besides 
tliis, acetates of soda, lime and load or 
wood alcohol form by-products. 
It is estim ated that a plant of six re­ 
tort-* will con su m e ten cords of stum ps 
a day, for w hich 31 a cord is paid. 
T h is 
would clear in a year 300 to 400 acres of 
land, 
m aking it ready 
for tillage aud 
bring t i the 
owners of the land over 
312,000 for their labor, with as m uch 
more 
in the increased value of their 
holdings. 
T h e industry seem s to have 
passed 
beyond th** experim ental stage, at least 
as to Norway pine. 
lf w hite pine also 
can be used, it surely solves the most 
vexing and indeed the only problem in 
settlem en t **f all th is northeastern por­ 
tion of th 
state.

Alderman 
D o w lin g way m oved to further express 
h im self concerning his grievance.

As is usual in such cases, there was 
contradictory evidence us to the eau e 
for the troubles, though they 
were 
doubtless due primarily to tin* resent 
m ent of certain of the townspeople at 
the proximity of a negro battalion 
The feeling of the enlisted men was 
also aroused by ti discrimination in­ 
sisted on in most of the saloons of tho 
town, 
in which separate bars were 
provided for them. 
No serious injury 
w as done to any of Hie e dorod sol­ 
diers, although one of them was knock 
ed down by a government official n a m ­ 
ed Tate with a clubbed revolver for 
Jostling his wife, as he charged, and 
another was pushed oft a gangplank 
by a customs inspector into the mud 
of tie* Bio Grande because drunk find 
disorderly, as It was claimed, 
“ On the 12th of August it was re 
ported In 
Brownsville th a t a white 
woman was seized by the hair by a

This report among tho towns 
people caused great bitterness and ex 
citement of feeling, which gave such 
concern lo the officers of the hattalion 
th a t on the night of the same day they 
Bent patrols into the town to bring 
back their soldiers lo tin* fort.

Penalty For Conspiracy of Silence. 
"Since tin* occurrence every 
effort.

"It is possible that evidence may be 
adduced in future which will tend to 
exculpate entirely some of tho men 
now discharged, both from participa­ 
tion In the crime and assistance in the 
conspiracy of silence to prevent the 
detection of the offenders, anil when­ 
ever such facts are shown in respect 
to any one affected by the order they 
will be brought lo your attention and, 
I understand, will render such persons 
eligible to re enlistment.”
